Before I begin my talk upon this bittersweet 
occasion, Iwould like to take this opportunity to 
thank those kind people who gave me this signal 
honour of speaking on behalf of the graduating 
class tonight. 

I said this occasion was a bitter-sweet one 
because itis an event tinged with the sadness of 
looking back on the years gone by, and yet, at 
the same time, it is filled with the happiness of 
looking to the future, to the life ahead. This, I 
believe, is the essence of commencement: this 
fond, melancholy; sentimental memory of past 
adventures, fused with hopeful, bold thoughts of 
the future. And as we stand here together as a 
class for the last time, as we stand at the apex 
of our high school careers and yet at the begin- 
ning of life, it is only appropriate that we recall 
our many happy years of association with Weston 
Collegiate, and that we thank the men and the 
women who gave of themselves so that we might 
be prepared and armed for the harsh realities 
of life. 

And they were good years, those years we 
spent at Weston. Whether we passed four or five 
or perhaps more of them here, they were full 
years, happy years, truly formative years; 
years filled with memorable events; the foot- 
ball games with their high-jinks, their bunny 
hops, the brief reign of our goat mascot, the 
memorable adventure of the Leaside bell, the 
hockey games and our long impressive train of 
victories and championships. 

But sports are not all that we should 
remember: do not forget the host of clubs and 
organizations that catered to every taste, 
whether we wanted to sing or to act, to write or 
to take photographs, to make speeches or to 
search for the deeper meaning of religion, to 
give, generously, charitably, to those less fortu- 
nate than we. 

Happiness and tears, joy and sorrow, work 
and leisure, essays, examinations, dances, 
parties, assemblies, cutting classes, cafeteria 
duty, all these are a part of the panorama of our 
years at Weston Collegiate. 

But enough of reminiscence. We must now 
thank the people who made it possible for us to 
reach our present position. First, we must 
thank our teachers. Ah yes, our teachers; 
those wise, patient, diplomatic pedagogues. 
How they have shuddered when they first saw us; 
a wild horde of untutored little barbarians. But 
they were brave; with a subtle hand they led us, 
entreated with us, scolded us, punished us, re- 
warded us. When we stumbled and fell, they 
helped us to our feet; when we were at our wits 
end, they advised us. Scholars, leaders, father 
confessors, friends, they made a valiant effort 
to guide us down the path of decency, of honour, 
of wisdom. They moved veritable mountains of 
ignorance and drove at least a little knowledge 
into our thick skulls. Teachers, we are your 


monuments, and we fervently hope that we were 
not too obstinate, or too foolish, or too childish 
while we were here, and that we will make you 
proud of us. We may still be barbarian at heart, 
but thanks to you, the rough edges have been 
smoothed and polished. Once again, to you 
Mr. Christie, and to your colleagues, thank 
you. 


However, our teachers were only the front 
lines in the struggle for education. The citizens 
of Weston and their representatives, the Board 
of Education, whose generous sacrifice of time 
and money and energy have made this centre for 
education possible, they must also be commen- 
ded. Their long range, dynamic planning has 
resulted in the new courses, the new class- 
rooms, the new features, that have made Weston 
unique. Our humble thanks to you all. But most 
of all, our thanks must go out to our parents, 
for without their aid, without their love, without 
their guidence, we surely would never have 
succeeded. 

As we stand at this crossroad in our lives, 
this commencement of 1962, we should stop and 
seriously think about our old school and what it 
means to us. Tonight, after the diplomas, the 
scholarships, and the prizes have been distribu- 
ted, after the speeches have all been filed into 
the dusty pigeon holes of memory, after the 
last farewells have been exchanged; we will 
set out along those paths of life that our faith, 
our industry, our spirit, move us. In all prob- 
ability, many of us shall never see each other 
or this old school again. Nevertheless, we shall 
all strike out bravely and vigorously into the 
unknown, seeking fame and fortune and success. 
The young men and women sitting here in this 
auditorium, anxiously awaiting their hard won 
diplomas, yearning for the future, will become 
the technicians, the men of medicine, the philoso- 
phers, the lawyers, the administrators, the 
teachers, of tomorrow. 

Each member of this graduating class will 
make his or her own markupon the slate of life. 
We will all wend our individual ways, but we will 
always be as one. And that which binds us toget- 
her is this old school and our long relationship 
with it, its proud, long history, its ancient 
traditions, its stalwart walls, its fond memories: 
these are the cement which joins us in spirit 
and in time. It is for this unity, this oneness, 
this completeness, that we must thank Weston. 
We must always remember, that this old school 
has forged a bond that ties us all together for- 
ever. Perhaps someday, we will think back on 
Weston and all the friends that we once knew and 
we will say, "Weston, ah yes, I went there, once 
long ago, and it was the best." 

I would close with these words of the 
immortal Alexander Dumas; he said: "Live 
and be happy, beloved children of my heart, and 
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never forget that, until the day comes when 
God will deign to reveal the future to man, all 
human wisdom is contained in these words: 


Wait and Hope!"

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VINCENT KENYON TAYLOR 


Mr. Vincent Kenyon Taylor was born in 
Manchester, England on August 20, 1938. He 
attended elementary school in England, 
Scotland, and Weston Memorial and Senior 
Public -- then back to Scotland. Grade ten 
brought him back to Weston where he stayed 
until completing Grade thirteen in 1955. At 
Weston he worked on the Conning Tower staff in 
charge of the sports department. Excelling in 
science and mathematics, he won the Scythes 
Scholarship in Science and а General 
Proficiency prize as well. 


At the University of Toronto he took the Eng- 
ineering Physics course and one notable achieve- 
ment of his first year at the University was, the 
100% he received in а Chemistry examination. In 
his third and fourthyear he studied atomic energy 
and in 1959, he graduated. 


Thenhe took a position in Montreal working for 
the Canadian National Railways in their Occupa- 
tional Research Department. 


In his spare time, Mr. Taylor played cricket 
for the Canadian Cricket Team and in the year 
1959, became one of the three top cricketersof 
Canada. He won the title of top Canadian crick- 
eter in 1961and was the assistant manager of the 
Canadian Cricket team in Vancouver.

While in England he took a position with the 
Ferranti Company Limited in London and Man- 
chester and he worked with computers devising 
new methods of programing them. After two years 
in England, Mr. Taylor came back to Weston and 
is now with the Ferranti-Packard Company work- 
ing in the Data Systems Department. 


In the future Mr. Taylor wishes to return to 
the United Kingdom and though all his plans are 
not yet fulfilled, we wish him luck in whatever 
endeavours he might pursue. 


Born on June 14, 1934, Mr. Martin Taylor, 
Vincent's older brother, was also a Weston 
graduate. In Grade thirteen, he received nine 
firsts and went on to get a Honour Graduate 
Diploma, in Engineering Physics, at the 
University of Toronto. Upon completing this 
course, he received a scholarship to the Johns 
Hopkins University in Baltimore for post 
graduate work andreceivedhis Master'sDegree 
in Operational Research and got his P.h.D. in 
Applied Psychology. He is now working for the 
Department of Defense at Downsview. Mr. 
Taylor is married to a Korean girl who is also 
a psychologist and they havea daughter, Mia 
Korin. Plans in the future for this couple are 
indefinite but they hope to go to Athens Greece 
this summer or Cambridge, England.

How muchdo you know about the origin of the 
building in which you spend at least five and а 
half hours a day (plus detentions), for up to five 
years (minus holidays) ? If you've only read about 
it in the Student Guide maybe you'll find some- 
thing new in what follows, and if you've never 
read about it, it's time you did. Start reading. 


As you know, the history of Weston High 
started well over a century ago. In 1857, while 
the actual school was being built near King and 
Elm Streets, school was held for a few weeks in 
August, in the basement of the Methodist Church 
(such eagerness!!). It then moved into a stone 
residence across the road where the Weston 
Public Library now stands. 


When finished in 1858, the first Grammer 
School (as it was called until 1871) was a "two 
roomtwo storey building with the master's resi- 
dence attached", of which one large room was 
used for classes andthe other by the teacher and 
boarders. On March 25, 1875, a fire, which 
started in the master's quarters, completely 
destroyed the building, burning it to the founda- 
tion. A new school of similar construction was 
raised on the same site, 


By 1910, growth was retarded as the building 
became dilapidated. There was no electric 
lighting, running water or facilities in the build- 
ing, nor an adequate heating plant. 


A large strawberry patch on William Street 
was purchased for $6,000, and the construction 
of a new $30,000 school was under way with the 
corner stone being laid on September 27, 1912. 
The front of the school faced west, behind which 
were six rooms, an office, a laboratory and 
gymnasium-auditorium on the third floor. In 
1922, a $20,000 four room addition was added to 
the south end, three rooms for academic studies 
and a physics lab was to be shared with the 
proposed vocational school. 


The Vocational school became a reality in 
1923 making Weston's school Ontario's third 
largest high school outside of Toronto, fifth in 
scientific equipment, and the only composite 
school in York County. It contained both shops 
and classrooms as it does today, with a gym- 
nasium-auditorium onthe first floor. There was 
no secondfloor over the gym. This new building 
was connected to the old by a covered passage 
way. 


In 1925, six rooms were added to the vocational 
school and four to the north end of the high school. 


In 1952 a small addition was built on the east 
side of the passage way between the two schools. 
Later, in the same year, construction started on 
an $800,000 wing. A large attractive cafeteria 
and a high ceiling gymnasium occupied the lower 
floor together with some additional classrooms. 
Above them came an auditorium with its slanted 
floor, new offices and afoyer onto which the new 
northern entrance opened, and on both the main 
and upper floors, additional classrooms, While 
this was going on, theold school was undergoing 
an interior face lifting. Sound-proof ceilings, 
terrazzo floors, new lighting and pastel walls 
were added to thecorridors. With the 'U' shaped 
building completed, the official opening was 
October 30th, 1953. 


In recent years, our school has continued to 
rapidly expand to take in the growing student 
body. In 1960, a new section was erected beside 
the girl's gym which includes a typing room, a 
science lab, and a regular class room. 


Last year, with enrollment still climbing, 
another section was built facing the girl's sports 
field. This contains an electrical shop in the 
basement and two classrooms as well as two 
offices. 


However, the most visible operation was the 
changing of the Weston Dust Bowl into something 
very closely resembling a football field. This 
also included a lovely job of landscaping across 
the front of the school. 


We have only one slight problem. We are 
running of out space to build on, Stay tuned till 
next year to find out what happens. We could 
hope they'll stretch the walls so there will be 
more room in the corridors. We do so hate to 
be late for classes! 


P.S. - Anyone who has backed into the stair- 
way walls ( or who can't read) in recent months 
will know that a paint job is also going on.

Have you ever wondered what other high school 
students throughout Toronto do from day to day? 


Some members of the Conning Tower Staff 
decided to look into this matter by having 
W.C.V.S. students spend a day at another school. 
In order to obtain variety in our discoveries, 
we picked four different types of schools to 
explore. 


The technical students should find Mike 
Ludolph's report of his day at Danforth Technical 
School quite informative. Ingrid Opoka dis- 
covered that the set up of Western Technical 
and Commercial School is in many ways unlike 
the commercial department of W.C.V.S. To find 
out what private schools are really like, Pat 
Boultbee visited Havergal College.

(Havergal (green and White) or 
Weston (blue and white)? 


Blue and green are two different colours; 
Weston and Havergal are two different schools. 
However, basically blue and green are the same. 
The white light, Education, passes through а 
glass prism, teachers, and is refracted. Weston 
and Havergal both come from the same source 
and have the same aim, Education. They have 
similar teachers, highly intelligent citizens; yet 
Weston has something that Havergal has not. 
Green light is not refracted as much as blue 
light. The influence may be good or bad, but the 
education light is refracted a little farther at 
Weston to include males, and that is really the 
only significant difference.

HAVERGAL COLLEGE 


Have you ever desired to attend a private 
school, and also to wear a uniform? I had this 
opportunity during my visit to Havergal College. 


The school day began in a large hall with an 
assembly called 'Prayers'. This resembled our 
Opening exercises and announcements. Here, 
the girls were completely motionless as the 
Head Mistress spoke to them, 


I then attended regular classes. The academic 
course and the text books are very similar to 
Weston's. 


One of the assets of this school was a twenty 
minute break in the morning during which most 
of the girls returnedto their home room and did 
homework, talked, or had part of thier lunch, 
Classes were then resumed until lunch time at 
one o'clock. Lunch is eaten either in a class 
room, the cafeteria (for day students) or a hot 
meal served in the dining room (for the 
boarders). 


Later, I was given permission to see the 
boarders' dormitories. The rooms, which have 
from one tothree beds, are quite attractive and 
comfortable. 


One of the most memorable experiences was 
swimming in their new pool. What a wonderful 
way to spend а Р.Е, class! 
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For such things as academic and athletic 
proficiency, good posture, or for being the 
president of a club, the girls receive award 
pins. 


Havergal has basically the same school clubs 
as us with the addition of Science, French, 
German, and Debating Clubs. Surprisingly, ice 
and ground hockey are major sports here. 


Their student leaders are School Captain, 
Games' Captain, Boarder Captain, and Senior 
Student. Every class has а president and vice- 
president.

A part of the old section of Western Tech. 
has recently been renovated and a completely 
new section was opened only a short time ago. 
Among the new additions to the building are a 
new gymnasium, cafeteria, a number of new 
classrooms and shops. 

Western's facilities are very vast. The 
school is very fortunate to have a new IBM Data 
Processing installation, On the academic side 
of the picture there are such things as several 
well-equipped labs and language laboratories. 


An interesting feature at Western is the fact 
that they put out their own yearbook. 


One of the best ways to summarize all the 
work that the students themselves do in this is 
to say that the book never leaves the school until 
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it is sold. All the facilities for this work are in 
the school.
